Recirrocity and the Revival of Ameri- 
Commerce His Theme, 


Secretary Rusk to Accompany the 
Party to California and thence 
Back East—Departure for 
San Antonio. 


By Telegraph to The Times. 

GALVESTON, April 19.—[By the As- 
sociated Press.} After the reception 
last night, responding to the formal 
welcome by Gen. Waul on bebalf of the 
Mayor, who Was ill, the President ex- 
pressed his thanks for the cordial we)- 
come given him,undin the course of 
his remarks said: 


lam glad tohave been able to traverse 
your harbor and Jook upon the liberal work 
which the Goverfment has inaugurated for 
your benefit and for the benefit of the South- 
west. lhavealways believed that it was 
one of the undisputed functions of the 
General Government to make these 
great waterways and harbors into which 
our shipping Must come fit to receive the 
tribute of rail and river, safe and easy of 
access, I deprecatc waste of public money, 
but am not an economist in the sense that | 
would leave incou plete or suffer to lag any 
great work highly promotive to the interests 
of our people. ' 

RECIPROCITY IN TRADE. 

Referring to reciprocity, the Prosi- 
dent said: 

We are great enough and rich enough to 
reach forward to grander conceptions than 
fave entered the minds of some of our 
statesmen in the past. If you are content, 
1 am not, that the nations of Europe shall 
absorb nearly the entire commerce of the 
near sister republics that lie south of us, 
thatis naturally, ina large measure ours;

The weaker 
associations should be assisted by the com- 
mittee by means of local conferences in 
which all the Christian workers in the place 
visited should should be _ interested. 
The place for the next district con- 
vention svould be selected after careful 
examination into the needs of the 
place and the assistance which such a meet- 
ing would have on the local association, 
Corresponding members in towns where 
there were no associations should be ap- 
pointed by the State Committee. 

Moore Hesketh of Kiverside led in-a dis- 
cussion on the topic, “Junior Department; 
its Limits and Possibilities.” 

W. W. B. Taylor of Pasadena and Mr. 
Yeakle of Riverside were asked to tell of 
the workings of the departments 
in their towns. President Baldwin of 
Pomona, Mr. W. D. Ballot Los Angeles, 
Mr. Churcherand Mr. McTaggatt gave a 
good deal of information of the work in 
other , piaces. Particular mention was 
made of the department at Buffalo, N. Y. 
There wasa difference of opinion as to 
young lady or young men leaders. Several 
delegates copsidered that the young women 
had a betier vision of the way to reach the 
boys than young men. A mature man of 30 
or 35 might be able to do as weil. 

A business meeting of the convention 
occurred at 11:39 a. m. Reports of 
the associations at Riverside and Redlands 
by Messrs. Hasketh and Heacock respect- 
ively, were received and filed. George Tay- 
lor, secretary of the District Committee, 
presented the report of that committee for 
the year. Eleven associations and three 
cofleges were represented at the last con- 
vention, held in Riversiae. As a resuit-ef 
that convention subscriptions to the amount 
of $13,500 were pledged to finish and equip 
the Riverside buiiding. ‘The committee 
hed a local conference with the Santa 
Ana association on September 20. The 
work of the association has been tempo- 
rarily abandoned at Mongovia, but would 
soon be resumed. 

W. H. Mead, State secretary, drew atten- 
tion to the inconvenient size of the present 
districts in California which prevented 
thorough and ve workin fields where 
there were chances to establish new asso- 
ciations, There were twenty-three associa- 
tions in Calif where he thought there 


ought to be fifty under the present arrange- 
ment; for instance the Southern Cal 
ifornia District Committees was com- 
pose of fifteen . members scattered 
over a territory some 250 miles in length. 
He made a motion to the effect that “it be 
the sense of this convention that the State 
Committee be recommended to effect a new 
and more extensive district division and to 
take other steps toward more efficient work 
through the district committees.” 

President Field suggested that much 
might be done by the district committees 
organizing special committees for work in 
the near neighborhood of each association. 

Secretar Mead believed it was best in 
order to have ali the districts working 
effectively along the same line and with the 
mnethods to have the State Committee 
attend to the affair; he merely made the mo-

He Will Be Given a Cérdial 
Welcome. 


THE PRESIDENTIAL SPECIAL, 


The Train on Which the Chief 
Executive Wil! Make His Tour 
—Everything for His 
Comfort. 


lt is safe to say that the reception to Pres- 
ident Harrison will be the largest public 
demonstration ever seen in the soutbern 
part of the State. ‘The citizens of Los An- 
geles will turn out en masse to do honor to 
the chief executiye of the Nation, and thou- 
sands willcome in from the surrounding 
country. The arrangements for the recop- 
tion are now practically completed, and the 
Council will at the meeting this morning 
probably appropriate the money asked for, 
and this, with the subscriptions by members 
of the committee and others. will make up 


_ an ample fund to cover all expenses, 


Yesterday afternoon a meeting of repre- 
sentative Catholic citizens was held, with 
Josep Mesmer as chairman and Felix D, 
Curran.

THE PRESIDENTIAL SPECIAL. 

The Washington (D. C.) Star of the 13th 
gives the following accouut of the Presi- 
dent’s special train: 

“The Presidential special” is the inscrip- 
tion in letters of gold on the forward paneis 
ofthe combination baggage and smoking 
car Aztlan, now on a side track in the New 
Jersey avenue yard of the Pennsylvania 
Railroad Company. That inscription was 
painted on the Aztian as soon as it was de- 
cided that the Aztlan should be a portion of 
the train which will convey President Har- 
risonand his party over 9000 continuous 
miles of railway track. In rear of the Azt- 
lan are four of the prettiest specimens of 
the car builders’ art that human eye ever 
looked upon, and through this train this 
afternoon a Star reporter meandered, ac- 
companied by Col, Robert A. Parke and 
McKeever. 

The forward end of the Aztlan, or 60 
much of itas is not occupied by the dynamo 
tor operating the electric light® will be de- 
voted to baggage and boxes of supplies of 
a@ non-perishable nature. Then comes the 
smoking compartment, upholstered in olive 
plush, furnished with enairs and sofa and 
provided witha library aud a couple of 
desks.

‘The tablesare of oak and the 
curtains are green pinsh. Pearl gray seats 
look coolly inviting and harmonize esthet- 
ically with the silvery iaimps and fittings. A 
coupie of waiters were busily engaged in 
cleaning up Sliverware enough to supply a 
big hotei; one of the cooks was loading’ a 
tin cannister with ground coffe and another 
was rattling pots and pausin the kitchen. 
The steward, with a corkscrew sticking out 
of an upper vest pocket, was on bis knee in

About Los Angeles Street. 

Los AN@ELrs, April the Editor 
of Tue Times.} The property-owners on 
Los Angeles street wish to protest through 
the papers against what they consider the 
unfair action of the Council in forcing the 
opening of that street below Twenty-third. 
Los Angeles street is already open w Twen- 
ty-third street, with the exception of a space 
midway which should be opened, and could 
be done at small expense and with no ob- 
jectors, but to continueit southward from 
Iwenty-third street to Shafer avenue at an 
expense of nearly $400,000, at a time, too, 
when we are all groaning under heavy 
taxes, and still more heavy mortgaces, is 
disgraceful oppression, to say the least of 
it, especially when all but those who cet 
money by the scheme, declare that itis un- 
necessary, and ever should have 
been started, as ain street is only 
300 feet east, and Maple avenue near by 
on the west, both open beyond the city 
limits, The last Council refused to listen 
to our protest after appointing atime w 
hear it. They allowed two or three persons 
to state their objections, but they bad pre- 
viously determined to put it throngh, and 
when asked if they would hear any of the 
others—who were there to use their privi- 
lege of protesting—voted “No.” To this 
Council we were led to look for relief, but 
it seems that the street commissioners have 
already run upa bill of several thousands, 
which the Council lack the courage to dis- 
pose of in the proper way, and the prop- 
erty owners do not feel like offering to pay 
it, nor should they be expected to. 

Los Angeles street is now sixty feet wide 
between. Washington and Twenty-third. 
To widen it will cost lot owners $239, over 
and above the $75 allowed them fur the ten 
feet taken from each lot; but where is the 
compensating benefit? Specuiators have 
laid waste the orchards by subdividing and 
selling a lot here and there, and now, after 
we have settled down on those lots and 
planted our shade trees and flowers, it is 
proposed to lay waste the gardens to 
make an “unnecessary” street, which 
will soon be overgrown with weeds, 


even though we pay another hundred 
or two dollars to grade it, 
as it will be but little used. 


Those few persons whose lots are to be 
taken and paid for at extravagant rates ad- 
vocate this so-called improvement; those 
who bought to seliand have not yet suc- 
ceeded are glad of the opportunity; but 
those on each side whose lots are spoiled by 
having halftaken and paid for, while the 
other half, though utterly worthless to live 
on, is saddled with a big assessment for the 
imaginary benefit to be derived from being 
made a corner lot are  bewailing 
their fate, and no doubt they 
will warn their eastern friends to stay 
where they are, for no climatic advantages 
or any oiuer kind will compensate home- 
seekers for such a state of affairs as pre- 
vails here. Fancy a town spending thou- 
sands of dollars to widen and extend streéts 
in every direction to furnisn busiuess for 
street commissioners whe don’t care to 
work like other people. Is there no help 
for us anywhere?

charges of s0 vague and uncertain a char- 
acter. lam perfectly satisfied to leave my 
case just as it stands as far as preliminaries 
go. lask that the case be dismissed.” 

The prosecution immediately filed ob- 
jectionsto the dismissal of the case, and 
the presbytery went into secret session. 

After some discussion, the meeting was 
adjourned until Monday at 9:30.

Since the trotting craze took possession of 
horsemen, the saddie horse bas had to take a 
back seat, and he has been planked down 
on bis hiod quarters so hard that- it is al- 
most impossible to find a Dreeder who dares 
talk saddle horse, and but few ever think 
of breeding them. Ligh-priced trotters 
and fancy flyers have taken possession of 
the situation, and a really good saddle 
horse is as scarce today asa No, 1 trotter 
was fifty years ago. r 

There is no better saddle horse under the 
sun than the pure blood of California mus- 
tang if he is poowecty trained. He hag the 
short back, the bottom, the endurance, the 
activity andthe spiritof theoild Arabian 
steed, and if properly trained from bis 
youth, bo man ever backed a more obedient 


rior intelligence and can be easily trained 
toany gait,andare as faithfulas a dog. 
in early days on this Coastit was not an 
uncommon thiog to ride a mustang sevent 
miles a day. and find him as fresh as acolt 
the next morning. And yet this breed is 
becoming scarcer year by year, and at the 
present rate it will take only twenty 
years to exterminate him, unless some- 
thing is done very soon} to 
keep the. breed up. Twenty years 
ago bands of mustangs roamed about the 
plains of California by the hundreds and to- 
day one has to go to some old Mexican 
ranch to find a pure mustang, and even 
there a trained gentieman’s saddie horse is 
seldum found, Lhereis no better sport or 
finer exercise than horseback riding, and 
there is no finer country in the world than 
California forthis kind of sport, and for 
these reasons breeders should be induced by 
some méans to pay more attention to the 
raising of saddle horses. While speaking 
of mustangs it might not be out of place to 
state that when properly crossed with 
American stock a fine roadster is 
the result. #This experiment has 
been successfully tried -on several 
stock ranches near San Francisco, in Liver- 
more Valley, and some of the finest livery 
horses ever put out are from this stock. 
‘The mustang can also be made to produce 
the finest pony in the world. If bred to the 
Shetiand pony the balf breed is far superior 
to either the Shetlaud or Creole, pony that 
has sprung up in the South siuce the war. 
The cross is but little larger than the Shet- 
land, and is not near so meiticsome as the 
mustang.

PREPARE TO RECEIVE THE EAST- 
ERN HORDES, 


The signs all point to an unprece- 
dentedly large incursion of eastern vis- 
itors to Southern California during the 
coming winter. Indeed, it seems 
probable that we shall not have to wait 
until the summer is over to see the 
tide setting in this direction. The old 
idea that this is an unbearably warm 
climate in summer is well nigh exploded 
It is about time that it should be. 
Our summer nights are Eden-like com- 
pared with those of the East, while 
the summer days are none too warm 
for comfort anywhere within twenty 
or thirty miles of the coast. 

A noteworthy fact, in this connec- 
tion, is the changed tone which the 
leading eastern newspapers have 
adopted in referring to Southern Cali- 
fornia. Until within the past few 
months they have been warning people 
against coming here, and dilating upon 
the desolation which the boom had 
left in its wake. Now all this has 
changed. On all sides are found com- 
plimentary references to our resources 
and enterprise and the vitality which 
we have exhibited in recovering from 
the results of over-speculation. A few 


days ago wequoted from au™ article"in} 


the New York Sun, drawing a compar- 
isop, highly favorable to us, betweeh 
California and Florida. The following 
article is from the same journal: 


Itisinferable from the news of society 
reporters that; during the coming summer, 
California will be visited by an unusually 
large number of eastern tourists, health and 
pieasure seekers. A host of writers have 
been telling of the attractions of the south- 
ern part of the State, and its mountainous 
regions and its seacoast. You can enjoy 
there a genial climate on the mainiand or 
the outlying islets; you can take your 
choice between the balmy airs and the in- 
vigorating breezes; youcan dweil amo 
fragrant flowers while feasting on luscious 
fruits; you can have all the sports that are 
thinkable; you can rough it in the forests 
among the scquoia, if so you 
please, or you can revel in the high jinks 
of luxury, if thus you choose; you 
can rest in the f[sunshine at Los 
Angeles, orunder the moombeams at San 
Luis Rey; you can behold beauteous scen- 
ery or natural wenders not surpassed else- 
where; you may in some obscure spot ob- 
serve an old “49er brooding over the years 
thatare gone, or a modern miner digging 
forthe goid that he needs; and in short, 
you can ascertain that California is a fine 
State to visit, according to Charles Dudley 
Warner's new book, ‘Our Italy.” 

At ail events, Californians are pretty 
sure to see more eastern tourists during the 
nexthalf yearthan they bave ever seen in 
any past summer. 


Two recent events have undoubtedly 
done much to raise us in the estima- 
tion of the eastern people. One is the 
liberal apprepriation of 300,000 for 
the World’s Fair—the largest, so far, 
made by any State—the other the 
orange carnival in Chicago, which will 
probably be seen by 200,000 people be- 
fore it closes. Every one of those who 
see it will henceforth be a perambulat- 
ing advertigement for this section. 

Now that we have excellent pros- 
pects for a large crowd of visitors, it 
would be well for us to set about mak- 
ing preparations for tbeir reception. 
Southern California is bound to become 
the great climate resort of the world. 
If the people of Los Angeles are 
wise they will endeavor to se- 
cure the lion’s share of the travel, 
which by right belongs to us. as 
the metropolis of California del Sur. 
Other things being equal, our visitors 
would certainly prefer to stay in a city 
where they can have the luxuries as 
well as the necessaries of civilization. 
There are, however, many things 
which influence the choice of people in 
these matters. Such, forinstance, as 
hotels and roads. Los Angeles, as the 
leading city ofthis great climatic belt, 
certainly ought not to play second fid- 
die in the hotel business to Pasadena, 
Santa Monica, Redondo and Coronado. 
Thousands of visitors, accustomed 
to luxurious accommodations and 
willing to pay for them, who 
now go to the resorts named, would 
come by preference to Los Angeles, 
could they obtain equal accommoda- 
tion here. What is necded is not a 
great ten-story, factory-like building, 
in a crowded thoroughfare, but a com- 
fortable, roomy hotel, with plenty of 
piazzas and balconies, situated in spa- 
cious grounds, set with fountains and 
tropical plants, something after the 
style of the celebrated Del Monte Hotel 
at Monterey. It should be located on 
an elevation, within two of three miles 
of the business cen Then, there 
is the question of roads. \A large 
proportion of the men of means 
who come to spend a few months with 
us delight in taking a spin behind a 
pair of good horses. In which direc- 
tion are they to go from Los Angeles?

We have before 
us a guide-book and programme of 
fétes issued by the management of 
Monte Carlo, the celebrated Mediter- 
ranean winter resort. The programme 
includes, besides daily musical and 
theatrical performances of the highest 
order, orchestral tournaments, mas- 
querades, flower festivals and battles 
of flowers, torchlight processions and 
fireworks, a kermesse regattas and 
horse races.

Besides the large sums 
of money which these visitors leave 


that many of them will frequently be

Orange Carnival 


PRAISE FROM GREAT JOURNALS 


Enthusiastic Descriptions and Glow- 
ing Commendation—An Exhibit 
Eclipsing All Pred»cessors 
-Chicago Delighted. 


_ The Chicago papers of the 15th are 
at hand, containing reports of the sec- 
ond day of the orange carnival. We 
make copious extracts, notwithstand- 
ing the fact that the descriptive ground 
has already been gone overgthoroughly 
in these columns, because of the lively 
interest felt here in the success of the 
exhibition. 


The Chicago 

The Herald prints an elaborate ac- 
count, illustrated, and with these 
rather peculiar head-lines: “Golden 
Sea of Fruit from California’s Rich 
Gardens—Lemons from San Diego, 
Shaddocks from Alhambra, Pompolos 
from Duarte, Limes from Santa Bar- 
bara, and Oranges from Everywhere.”’

Chicago’s recent shows is remarkable. 
Over 4000 persons visited the build- 
ing yesterday afterncon and even- 
ing. Good weather is all that is 
needed now; for damp and rainy days 
are apt to deteriorate the fruit in both 
quality and appearance, while any- 
thing like a cold snap will be even 
more disastrous, After spendingsome 
hours in endeavoring to see more or- 
anges than any one in the world ever 
saw in one place before, the city and 
county officials departed with nothing 
but praises on their lips. Brilliant as 
the exhibit is by day, at night, with 
the glare of the electric light and the 
brilliant illumination of the beautifully 
executed model of the picturesque Los 
Angeles Courthouse, the scene fairly 
giows with the oxcess of color from the 
tip of the Pasadena column tothe steps 
of the Ontario horse car. Rails of 
lemons, with columaos of oranges 
crowned with brimming baskets of the 
same golden eatabies add to the glory. 
Even the letters used in spelling the 
names of the exhibits are written in 
fruit. To add to- the beauty of the 
scene the Second Regiment Band dis- 
courses sweet music from the balcony. 
Finishing touches on the designs 
were made here and there al! through 
theday. The Santa Barbara tropical 
gurden looked a little more exotic and 
balmy in spite of the inclement 
weather. The exhibit will grow better

about the Ist of May. Oranges are the 
thing at this exhibit. ioemons, limes, 
pompolos and all the other edibies with 
curious names are merely by way of 
addition and ornament. Not the most 
ornate portion, but by far the best in 
the character of the fruit shown, is 
thatof Pomona. Five first diplomas 
were taken by the display of this little 
town at Los Angeles, and nine-tenths 
of what was shown there can be seen 
here. For the best exhibit of citrus 
fruit as a whole, of seedling oranges, 
both in single box and i=in 
mass, of oranges other than Na- 
vels and of late budded oranges, 
these premiums were given, besides 
a second prize for Navels. From the 
far south, San Diego Bay and its vi- 
cinity, come other products of the soil 
not less interesting. The Bonny Brae 
lemon grown by a former Chicago 
man, H. M. Higgins, has the peculiar 
quality of being seediess and of havin 
not a little of the delicious freshnesso 
the lime. With these are displayed 
the virgin olive oil made by Frauk A. 
Kimball, an oil so pure that the Catho- 
lic ge | seek it for sacramental pur- 
poses. Raisins of great size and deli- 
cacy come from the great 4000-acre 
vineyard in Ei Cajon Valley, the 
grapes used being the Alexandrian 
muscats. The newly-opened quarries 
in San Diego county display beautiful 
specimens of verde antique, while a 
lustrous brown marble comes frem 
the vicinity, Honey with a zest like 
sparkling wine, made by fruit-fed bees, 
comes also from the favored land, with 
prunes of huge size, citrons, dates and 
allthe products of a semi-tropical 
The harp of many sized 
oranges distinguishes this display, 
though the realistic panorama of the 
bay, harbor and point with its crown- 
ing light-house is the salient feature. 

WHITTIER’S BEAUTIFUL DISPLAY, 

Whittier has a display remarkable 
both for variety and minor spectacu- 
lar effects. An old-fashioned well- 
sweep, curb, bucket and all tipped 
with the only snow Southern California 
knows, the white-bolled cotton, illus- 
trating Whittier’s lines from “Snow 
Bound:” ; 

The well-curb had a Chinese roof, 
And even the long sweep. hich aloof, 
In its slant spleudor seemed to tell 
Of Pisa's leaning miracie. 

Behind it isa quarter of an orange 
big enough for the mouth of that ter- 
rorof childhood who said ‘‘F'ee-fi-fo- 
fum, I smelilthe blood of an English- 
man.”’ 

Only second in point of display 
of fruit stands Ontario, with great 
piles of lusciousness heaped around, 
while Alhawbra, across the hall, shows 
the key and starand crescent of her 
namesake in the old kingdom of the 
Spanish Moors. About the base of the 
om obelisk that emphasizes Pasa- 

ena as the queen of the valley is a 
notable collection of rare plants. Four 
sago palos from the distant South Sea 
Islands, with date palms from the 
Blue Canaries, Chinesé pines and Jap- 
anese conifers, accentuate the versa- 
tility of the soil. Beside them may 
be seen beautiful evergreens, least nec- 
essary where the leaf knows no annual 
fall, Lawson’s cypress, silver cedar, 
golden arbor vite, Douglass spruce and 
the toyon, a beantiful native shrub. 
There, too, are the loquat tree with 
luscious berry-like fruit, the greviliea 
and maple-leaved flame tree, having, 
as its name indicates, a leaf like the 
one familiarto all, while the trunk, 
branches and stalks are of a most bril- 
liantred. Around and about every- 
thing are literally thousands of calla 
lilies. ‘his has been aa exceptional 
season for them, it is said, and Califor- 
nians always tell of theiruse in hedges; 
but even that hardly reconciles the 
bleaker northern sense to the fact that 
for purposes of this carnival the inhab- 
itants went into acre lots of them and 
mowed them down with scythes. Noth- 
ing was said about gathering them up

in the immense crowds that thronged 
the Exposition building Monday night 
ut the opening of the Southern Cali- 
fornia orange carnival. . 

1Lbe carnival may be taken as a kind 
of sample show of what the Pacific 
Coast will do in 1893, and if the display 
of fruits, flowers and shrubs exhibited 
last night be any indication, the rich 
luxuriance which California will 
bring to the Columbian Exposition 
will take high rank among the attrac- 
tions of the great fair. 

Every fruit-producing center of 
Southern California is well represented 
at the carnival, and the exhibits are 
made most interesting and decidedly 
picturesque by building the fruits into 
designs having local or historical con- 
nection with the districts represented. 


The carnival was appreciated and 
enjoyed by thousands last night. 
While a band in the gallery discoursed 
promenade music it was with difficulty 
that one moved around the bailding, 
80 great was the crowd. The center of 
attraction for the small boys was a Cal- 
ifornia street-car built of oranges. 
The juveniles looked like a crowd of 
miniature strikers, and the presencé of 
half a dozen bluccoats alone saved the 
car from anaoihilation. 

The California Pioneers’ Association 
attended in a body, most of the mem- 
bers being accompanied by their wives 
and daughters. They used the occa- 
sion asakind of reunion. Many of 
the pioneers were old forty-niners, and 
they made acritical inspection of the 
fruits, flowers and palms, being shown 
around by the visiting Californians 
present. Afterward an adjournment 
was made to one of the annexes, where 
some new California wine was drunk 
and some old California reminiscences 
exchanged. Quite apleasant time was 
passed by the old veterans, and nu- 
merous stories were told of the days 
when Californians dug for goldeo met- 
al instead of planting for golden fruit.

All the papers from which extracts 
are made go into delails, more or less 
elaborate, which have already been 
printed in Tir Times; and they all 
pronounce the orange carnival “‘a great 
big thing” from California.

COST OF CANDIES. 


ess Made Sweeter but 
Not Cheaper 


BY OPERATION OF THE TARIFF. 


The Romance as Well asthe Fact of 
the Toothsome Girl-convincer— 
Candy, Ancient and Modern— 
TricKs of the Trade. 


LNew York Tribune, 
Young women (and young men who 
; buy candy for the young women) will 
"be disappointed to learn that the re- 
| fuction inthe price of sugar will not 
\ fect their favorite article of consump- 
ion, and that Huyler’s and Maillard’s 
sandies will not be any cheaper. The 
Tribune reporter who went to these 
two factories, where the delicious smell 
makes one’s mouth water, was told 
thatthe cost of sugar is only a com- 
paratively slight item in the production 
of the higher grades of candies, the 
skilled workmanship and costly meth- 
‘ods being the main factors that are 
considered in making the price. Other 
manufacturers of high-priced candies 
say the samé, 66 George must still 
bankrupt himself unless his Dulcinea 
shows mercy and deigns to eat some 
other brand. This means $1.25 Tora 
pound ot fruit glaces with Maillard’s 
name on it, or $1 for the best mixed, 
while Huyler’s best mixed costs 80 
cents a pound. 

In the cheaper grades of candies, 
however, the reduction in sugar will 
make asweeping change. The large 
manufacturers, who sell tothe jobbers, 
will reduce their prices from 1 to2 
centsa pound. This will, of course, 
benefit both jobbers and _ retailers 
greatly, and will be of immense advan-

tageto the American coufectioners’ 
trade, which has assumed wonderful 
proportions. ‘Thirty years ago a candy 
factory, pure and simple, was un- 
known, an 
it pecessary to combine the manufac- 
ture of some other article with it; in 
fact the manufacture of candy in. any 
form is comparatively recent, and the 
giris of ancient Greece and Rome had 
neither caramels nor bon-bons to ena- 
bie them to pass the time at the mati- 
née, although they did enjoy more 
realistic and blood-curdling shows, 
which today could throw the modern 
tank-drama, with buzz-saw and burg- 


lar acts, “far in the shade.” 
But would they repay the sacri- 
fice of the transparent fruit 


giace, or the French candied fruits 
with oranges and apricots clothed ina 
dream of sugary delight, or the walnut 
that peeps from the candied covering 
like a kerrel lost in the snow? What 
exhibition of muscie and endurance, 
when spiced by the occasional death of 
a combatant, what array of garbs and 
nations could have the effect that a 
box of candies, reposed in their lace 
paper, has on the sex whose love for 
good things is proverbial? 

But even the Spartan, who does not 
share the saimost-universal love for 
sweets, should be able to see some- 
thing 

‘VERY ATTRACTIVE IN THE BOX. 

Ali the colors of the rainbow and all 
the scents of fruit and flowers are rep- 
resented inthis one pound. Orchard 
aud garden have been rifled, busy 
bands and brains have toiled in far 
lands and near to produce a passing 
delight; even the rural and retiring 
vegetables bave been called on to give 
colors. 

Who, in looking at a box of modern 
candies, would imagine that only ten 
years have passed since the heathen- 
\ Ish practice of putting terra aiba into 

candies was abaudoned? This is a 
heavy white earth, purely mineral, 
which was carefully pulverized til! it 
became fine enough to float in the air, 
and was then mixed in the candy paste 
to give it body and weight. Itis not 
- poisonous, but is about as healthful as 
finely granulated paving-stone would 
be as an article of steady diet. 
The colors, too, in those olden days 


were not always harmless, and the. 


bright blue or red candy of those days 
is responsible for many additions to 
= graveyard literature of the coun- 


ry. 

No historian has left a record of the 
manufacture of candy from sugar, but 
it could not have been kKnownin Eu- 
rope in before the sixteenth 
century. Before then they had con- 
coctions of honey and nuts ground to 
paste, but the early Romans knew 
sugar, except as a curi- 
osity. The introduction of sugar dates 
probably from the time of the Cru- 
sades, and it was first made in Cyprus, 
in about the middle of the twelfth cen- 
tury. From this place it seems to have 
come to Madeira, and thence to the 
West Indies, in the beginning of the 
sixteenth century. Until the fifteenth 
century probably only the sweet juice 
was Known, but toward the middie of 


the sixteenth century a Venetian dis- 


covered a method of refining, which 
was soon used in Germany, a factory 
being estabiished in Dresden in 14597. 
The method, however, was crude, aud 
consisted only in clarifying the syrup 
_ and producing a form of candy sugar, 
impure and discolored. 

The sugar-cane was originally a na- 
tive of the East Indies; is.is a peren- 
nial plant, having a jointed stalk, 
which is filled with a loose, sweet, 
juicy pith for two-thirds of its length. 
Ihe leaves are_ ribbon-shaped, and 
from four to five feet long. Its height 
varies from six to twenty feet, accord- 
ing to the condition of the soil, and 
the thickness of the stalk from one’ to 
two inches. The best cane is ready for 
cutting in ten months after planting, 
while other grades are not available for 
periods ranging from twelve to twenty 
months. The stalks are cut alittle 


inacufacturers considered | 


tresume work in most of the plants t 


above the ground and tied in bunches 
for the crusbing mill. Fresh canes 
‘Spring from the stumps, so that they 
may be cut several times without re- 
planting, but as each growth is smaller 
than the preceding one, it is customary 
to replant part of the field yearly. The 
canes aro 
CRUSHED BY HEAVY ROLLERS, 

which make only from two to four rev- 
olutions a minute, and sixty-five to 
seventy-five pounds of cane juice can 
be extracted from 100 pounds of cane. 

Sugar is mot grown in Europe, ex- 
cept to a limited extent in Sicily and 
Andalusia, and it grows onlyin the ex- 
treme southern paris of tue United 
States. Buildings from. eight to nine 
stories high are used for sugar relining, 
the raw sugar bei dissolved in hot 
water at the top, as ‘little water as pos- 
sible being used. Then bullock’s blood 
is mixed in, the reason for this 
being that the albumen coagulates 
from the heat, and the scum as it rises 
to the topcarries with it all the me- 
chanical impurities. The sugar. is 
then pressed through bag filters, after 
which it passes through charcoal made 
of bones. The product is then pure 
sugar and water, the water being 
eliminated by heating a second time. 
A complicated method is then used to 
whiten the pure sugar, when itis ready 
for use. 

The operation of the McKinley bill 
reduced the price of sugar 2 cents a 
pound on April 1, The beneficent in- 
tluence of this will be felt in a great 
number of trades, and give purer and 
better food, owing to the fact that the 
difference in price between sugar and 
glucose is now so slight, granulated 
sugar being only 44 cents against 3% 
cents for giucose. It will not pay 
manufacturers who heretofore used 
glucose to retain it, as the saving will 
not nearly outweigh the gain in quality 
which they can obtain by using sugar. 
It will work changes in the breweries 
and the jam and preserve factories, but 
candies particularly will feel the good 
effect of the reduction in cost. While 
the high-priced candies, as previously 
mentioned, will be no cheaper, the 
difference in the cost of sugar will en- 
able the large manufacturers of this 
country, and of New York aud Phila- 
deipbhia especially, to compete with 
Evgland in the strife for South Ameri- 
cau trade. In past years our export 
trade with this country has been car- 
ried on under great disadvantages, 
and had it been merely a question of 
price we could have had none what- 
ever; it was only the good reputation 
of the American manufacturers which 
enabled them to hold the trade, and 
what candy was sold was sold as a re- 
sult of good quality carefully main- 
tained. In fact, the high-pricec can- 
dies stand today without a foreign ri- 
val, and are sold in £ngland in large 
quantities, the only disadvantage being 
their perishable nature. Now that the 
price of the cheap candy can be 
cut, trade should ussume great propor- 
tions. Asfar as the American con- 
sumer is concerned, though he will 
not get candy cheaper, he will get it 
purer, 4s it is expected that sugar will 
replace glucose almost entirely, except 
in cases where the latter article is 
necessary, as in making caramels. 
CONFECTIONERS USE THE THREE 

GRADES 

of sugar known as granulated, mould 
‘A, and contectioners’ A. The method 
of nranufacture has not changed much 
in the last fifteen years except in de- 
tails, the cheaper grades of candy 
beiog made of finely powdered sugar, 
and mixed with a little gum arabic, to 
give the paste consistence, while for 
the fine grades a caretuliy-prepared 
syrup is used. 

There are over twelve hundred varie- 
ties of candies, averaging in price 
from 5 cents a pound for gum-drops 
to $1 and over for creams, etc. One 
firm in New York alone is said by 
good authority to do business to the 
amount of $1,000,000 a year, and the 
entire business of the country is esti- 
mated at from $30,000,000 to $40,000,- 
000. A wonderful change from the 
old terra alba days has come about, 
owing chiefly to the efforts of the Na- 
tional Confectioners’ Association, 
which was formed in 1883 in Chicago 
and which now bas 175 members, who 
are among the largest firms in the 
country. They meet annually. the 
next meeting being fixed to take place 
in St. Louis on May 5, 6 and 7. Be- 
sides the usual objects of such an asso- 
ciation, the noteworthy clause 
in their laws is the ohne relating 
to aduiteration, which provides 
that any members found guilty of using 
terra alba or injurious colors shall be 
expelled, the like penalty being in 
store for those who adulterate candies 
with flour, cerealine, or corn starch, 
the use of the latter article, however, 
being allowed in the manufacture of 
gum and fig paste, where it is indis- 
pensable. The association on May 12, 
1886, offered a standing reward of $100 
for information leading to the convic- 
tion of any person using injurious sub- 
stauces or adulterations. 

The publisher of the Confectioners’ 
Gazette also offered the same amount, 
and it should be gratifying to an 
American to learn that the rewards 
have not yet been claimed. The 
reader may therefore buy candy with- 
out fear, and young women may use 
this information in case their male 
friends should try to evade buying it 
on the plea that it is unhealthful.

Fiats rarts.

to say about h fiats in France: ‘‘In 
looking for an rtment in Paris, the 
American ho per must make up her 
mind to relinquish certain things which 
on this side she considers essentials. 
Steam heat she will not find except in 
one or two recently built houses especi- 
ally d>signod to cater to American ten- 
ants, and a passenge: elevator will also 
be very seldom met with. Set wasn 
tubs do not exist in French flat kitchens, 
and the bath rooms are not the comfort- 
able and convenient places which the 
most inexpensive New York apartments 
have. There is only cold water for the 
enormous tub which stands there, hot 
water having to be separately heated for 
the bath. There is usually an oil or gas 
arrangement im the bath room todo 
this, but the whole bathing system is, to 
a New Yorker, extremely primitive and 
inconvenient, 

“During the excessive and unnsual 
cold of this winter the tenants of these 
flats have actually suffered from the 
weather, so inadequate is their heating 
plan. Wood and coal are so expensive 
that even the hails are not heated in the 
majority of flat houses; this is so seldom 
done, indeed, that where itis the fact is 
blazoned in the advertisements, and the 
concierge speaks of it with bated breath. 
That concierge, 
trial. Le or she, for it is as often one as 
the other, rules Paris. A New York 
janitor is meek and docile in comparison. 
It was a great trial to my American in- 
dependence—the manner in which I was 
obhged to subject myself to our con- 
cierge. 

‘However, these are the objections to 
the native French flat; they have advan- 
tages, foo. First, their exquisite neat- 
ness and the feeling of security one has 
in buildings that do not touch the sky. 
A sixth fioor is the highest, and this is 
usually given over to the servants of all 
the separnte honseholds under the roof. 
We had electric bells in one apartment, 
delightful, airy rooms, two drawing 
| rooms, a tiny kitehen that would be the 
despair of an Irish ceck, but in which a 
French woman can sccomplish all her 
duties and keepin the most admirable 
order. The houses seem better built, 
too, than the majority of their American 
imitators. Sownds and smells are not 
carried so easily from one to another. 
On the whcle, if one can get over a few 
of her home prejudices, life in a real 
French flat is far from uncomfortable.”

Electric Conduits of Paper. 

Paper tubes are now being used as 
conduits for electric cables, water, gas 
and other purposes. The method of their 
manufacture is interesting. ‘The width 
of the paper is equal to the length of a 
given pipe. -The paper is first run 
through molten asphalt and is then rolled 
upon a mandrel of wood, the size of which 
determines the diameter of the pipe. 
When cool the inside of the pipe is cov- 
ered with a certain kind of enamel and 
the outside with a camposition of bitu- 
minous lacquer and sand, an¢ it is said 
that acomparatively thin pipe will siand 
@ very powerful pressure.—New York

As the time draws near for the Pres-| G 


ident’s arrival, public interest in the 
event is on the increase. Only once 
before in her history has J’asadena 
been honored by a visit from a United 
States President, and now that such 
an important event is to be repeated, 
the people, irrespective of party, seem 
determined to make the most of it. 

The distinguished guests will arrive 
at 7 o’vlock Thursday, The first event 
following their arrival will be a 
public reception at Hotel Green. 
The Executive Committee are 
now discussing where is the best 
place to hold the reception. Two 
plans have been suggested. The one 
for the line of visitors to enter from 
Raymond avenue, pass upthe broad 
staircase, and thence through the par- 
lor, where the President and his party 
will be stationed, making their exit by 
the stage entrance; the other plan has 
the President located in the main 
office corridor, through which 
the visitors would pass from 
the Raymond avenue entrance and 
out the door at the southern end of the 
building. Oneof these plans will be 
decided upon today. Some people 
seem to be in the dark as to the nature 
of this reception. It will last but one 
hour, and is open to the public. Every 
body who desire topay their respects 
to the President will be welcome. As 
for the children, it should be kept in 
mind thatthe drive on the following 
morning has been arranged for their 
special benefit; when they will 
bave ample opportunity for seeing 
the President and presenting him with 
flowers. It would be well then for the 
children to give the older people full 
sway at the evening reception. Im- 
mediately following the reception will 
be the banquet. 

The Floral Committee expect to 
make a fine showing Friday morning. 
Most of the money appropriated by the 
Council will be expended on the 
floral arch on Marengo avenue, 
south of Colorado, near which 
the school’ children will be 
stationed. For the balance of the 
decorations, except at the Hotel Green, 
the committee must depend almost en- 
tirely on individual assistance from 
every resident and business man along 
the line of the proposed drive. Let 
there be a profusion of flowers and 
bunting. Surely this will be a fit occa- 
sion for the town to don its gala attire. 

The Executive Committee will today 
forward a formal invitation to John F. 
Godfrey Post, G. A. R., to be present 

at the station to receive the President 
and also at the reception. The ar- 
rival of the special train will be 

nounced by the booming of cannon 
and a display of fire-works in the 
vicinity of the station. 

Complimentary telegrams of invita- 
tion to the banquet have been for- 
warded to M. H. Weight, R. Williams 
and J. W. Banbury, Pasadena’s repre- 
sentatives at tbe orange carnival. 

The name of Frank Drake has been 
inadvertently omitted from the list ot 
the members of the Reception Com- 
mittee.

AT A BUTTERCUP BREAKFAST 


Noteworthy Hats and Parasols— 
Smart Frocks for Warm Weather 
—The Summer Girl Puts on 
Stra'ghtout Vests and Smiles

respondenee of Tur Tives.] Some of 
the prettiest costuming of the spring is 
soen at the breakfasts given in accord- 
ance with anew and pleasant custom 
to celebrate the return of the flowers. 
A buttercup breakfast on Thureday 
was an example so much in point 
that I must give you some brief 
description. The buttercups were not 
buttercups at all—alas, for us, 
who love the country flower—but the 
big yellow cowslips, or ‘‘Mayblobs’’ of 
the brooks, with their satiny yellow 
petals. These the hostess had caused 
to be twisted into long loose garlands 
with the help, I think, of the tinsel 
wire by which one hangs pictures, and 
had swung the flower ropes trom the 
curtain poles and against the portieres, 
making an “old colonial’ decoration 
of biossoming festoons. Her mantei she 
banked with the bright noading things 
we were supposed to accept for the 
favorites of our childhood, and in the 
middle of the tabie was placed a low 
oval basket, enameled in white and 
gold and filled with ‘“buttercups’’ 
standing amid their own bush leaves. 
Wax tapers, perfumed and tinted yel- 
low, were supported in low, wide- 
armed candelabra of Sevres china, 
gold and green ribbons crossed the 
table, and here and there were scat- 
tered “‘individual’’ flower vases in 
cream and gold porcelain holding each 
one sprig of the reigning biossom. 

The hostess has been something of 
an invalid for years, and 80 was en- 
abled to give herself some becoming 
latitude inthe matter of dress, ap- 
pearing at table in aclassic tea gown 
of peach and gold crepe de chine, 
made with an overdress of peach above 
a long fall robe of gold. Hanging 
sleeves of an oblong form were a 
marked feature of her toilet, as was 
the golden girdle by which the neck, 
not the waist, was encircled.

Hier guests were young married 
women of the fashionable set, and their 
hats absurbed the gaze and provoked 
reflection. None of them had received 
warning of the color of the festivity. 
and yet gold is so universal this spring 
they allin a manner fitted in with the 
gold-rimmed plates and the buttercup 
decorations. A woman with blue, 
childish eyes and no color wore a grey 
open cork straw hat bent and twisted 
into the quaintest shape imaginable 
and the silver tinsel lace which flare 
over it, like the spread of a fan-tail 
pigeon, served as thestarting point for 
a sprawling mass of the yellow flowers 
of the Japanese willow. 

A. smart little bonnet which was 
nearly flat was edged with large gold 
balls and high at the back was set a 
bunch of the pale pink primulas. A 
prettier ope was all gold embroidered 
lisse with a thick wreath of fine, close- 
setgo'den red berries. But the hats were 
most interesting. There wasone worn 
by ons of those porcelain beauties 
who always excite a suapicion that they 
are made up when sometimes they are 
not at all; it was a large yellow brown 
straw with a narrow, lace-like edge of 
dull goid tinsel and garniture of yellow 
brown net, all loops and puflings. 
Long-stemmed sweet peas in tints as 
delicate and beautiful as the cheeks 
beneath them, and accepted with 
fewer reservations, covered the crown 
and drooped almost into the eyes. A 
huge hat of black lace reminded one 
irresistably of a pie whose cover has 
been lifted to inspect the inside. It 
bada flat brim gathered full like a 
ruche and fitting lightly about a mass 
of dark curls. Attached to this circle 
atthe back was a long oval of lace 
and ribbons carrying one crimson rose 
and fluttering up and down like a top 
crust only lightly hinged. Probably 
the most original coiffure of all was a 
cornucopia of jet rising from a mass of 
pink crépe and having bows of biack 
velvet at the back with long streamers. 
To every woman on her departure was 
given alittle gold and white bonbon 
basket with a sprig of cowslips tied in 
with the ribbons. 

The city grows more interesting day 
by day. <As the spring garnitures 
cease to be such extreme novelties the 
afternoon parade becomes gayer, be- 
cause eyery Woman, instead of oue in 
four, is bright with her April blossom- 
ing. There is after all something 
wholesome about the brilliancy of the 
season’s colorings. We have not re- 
fused to be pleased by delicate tintings 
but we have turned our backs defi- 
nitely and decidedly upon the shades 
which hint of fading and decay. There 
is the dull, peculiar tone some roses 
take whep they are withering; there is 
the purpie that comes into sweet peas 
when they are past their prime; there 
are dozens of dying colors we have 
long bad with us,and these we have 
eschewed for others which speak of 
life, and warmth, and sunshine. We 
may run tosucb excess as to become 
barbaric, but our present tastes are 
healthy. 

We do not shrink from vivid con- 
trasts. A brilliant brunette was wear- 
ing yesterday a trim street dress of 
black cloth with a broad crimson rib- 
bon bordered with an flaunting itself 
in a circling band above the hem. Her 
pointed belt and her gauntlet cuffs 
reaching to the elbows brought in the 
same catching note, aud ber hat was 
crimson set with poppies and black 
velvet ribbons. One sees black and 
yellow, black and pink, grey and yel- 
low, grey and blue, showing themselves 
ou the streets without reserves of mod- 
esty.

Electrical Reporting. 

Electric Power describes a new sys- 
tem of reporting baseball and other 
games by means of an ingenious elec- 
trical apparatus. The special object of 
the apparatus is to cnable a full report 
of games to be made in sight of a large 
number of people and at the same time 
to dispense with one or more of the 
assistants now required in reporting 
snch games. This device is intended 
not only to indicate the progress of dis- 
tant games, but actually to be used at 
the opposite end of the ball field from 
the grand stand, in order to enlighten 
the spectators on many points on which 
they are liabic to be momentarily in 
doubt. Spectators coming in late are 
often unable to ascertain the mumber of 
| innings played, the striker at the bat, 
the number of balls and strikes called, 
etc., and even those already on the 
ground sometimes find it difficult to de- 
termine Whether the umpire has called 
|a@ strike or a ball. All these weighty 
issues, upon which the baseball enthusi- 
ast expends such intense solicitude, can 
now be clearly and reliably recorded, 
and all anxiety and uncertainty can be 
removed by a glance at the exhibition 
board placed in sight of the spectators, 
the indicators on which are electricalby 
controlled and operated by an experi-

Eclipses in 1801. 

This year’s eclipses will be somewhat 
beyond the average. On the evening of 
May 23 the moon will rise in eclipse at 
five minutes to 8, but the shadow will 
for the greater part have already passed 
away, and it is only in eastern countries 
and at the antipodes that her face that 
evening will be seen wholly obscured. 
It will be otherwise with the total 
eclipse of our satellite, which will begin 
at thirty-five minutes past 10 on Nov. 15 
next. This, as the almanacs tell us, will 
be ‘entirely visible at Greenwich,” 
whither, no doubt, the legendary cock- 
ney will once more betake himself in 
time to witness the phenomenon. 

There will be two*solar eclipses—one 
annular, and visible in this country as + 
partial eclipse on the upper limb, begin- 
ning at two minutes past 5 on June G; tie 
other a partial eclipse on Dec. 1, which 
will be visible chiefly in the South Pacific. 
Besides these there will be, on May 10, a 
transit of Mereury over the sun's disk.
